Cotton order stamps, to be earn­ 
ed by farmers for participating In 
the Supplementary Cotton Pro­ 
gram. will be issued this summei 
as soon as poshble after perform ­ 
ance Is checked under the 1941 
AAA Farm Program, according to 
A. E, Boyd, chairman of the Co­ 
manche County AAA committee. 
This means that in the earl/ 
cotton-producing counties of Tex­ 
as. issuance of stamps may begin 
in late June, with the bulk of 
the stamps expected to be distri­ 
buted during July and August. 
Mr. Boyd said this estimate is 
based 
on 
past 
experience 
in 
checking cotton performance dur­ 
ing a normal growing season. A 
late growing season in 1941 would

amps to farmers in the areas 
ffected. 
Cotton stamps will be issued to 
irm ers w ho make a further vol- 
ntary reduction in tHeir cotton 
icreage In 1941. Stamps can be 
s.sed to purchase cotton goods in 
local retail stores. 
Farmers may earn stamps at 
the rate of 10 cents a pound on 
the normal cotton yield of the 
acreage reduced. (A farm er in­ 
terested in only one farm may 
earn a maximum of $25 in cot­ 
ton stamps, except that an opera­ 
tor with two or more tepants or 
sharecroppers may earn up to 
$50. A farm er interested in two 
or more cotton farms also may 
earn up to $50, but not more 
than $25 of this amount can be 
on any one farm.)
